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INTERVIEW SUMMARY RECORD

Applicants wish to thank Examiner Cybille Delacroix-Muirheid for granting and 
conducting a telephonic interview with Applicants' representative, Natalie Derzko, on 
March 13, 2006. Moreover, Applicants wish to thank Examiner Christopher Low for 
granting and conducting a telephonic interview with Applicants' representative, Paul 
Berman, on March 14, 2006. Applicants submit this Interview Summary Record to fulfill 
the requirements set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1 .1 33 with respect to each of those interviews. 

During the March 13, 2006 telephonic interview, Examiner Delacroix-Muirheid 
reported that, pursuant to a patentability conference held including herself, Examiner 
Low and another unidentified patent examiner, it was decided that certain proposed 
draft claims submitted to the Examiner previously for her consideration were 
unpatentable in view of Melton Affrime, et al., "A Pharmacokinetic Profile of 
Desloratadine in Healthy Adults, Including Elderly" Clin. Pharmacokinetics 2002: 41 
Suppl. 1: 13-19 ("the Affrime article"). According to the Examiner, the Office was of the 
view that the proposed claims failed to overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) rejection over 
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U.S. Patent No. 6,100,274 to Kou ("the '274 patent"), which was to be read in 
conjunction with the Affrime article. 

During the March 14, 2006 interview, Examiner Low reiterated the Patent 
Office's position delineated by Examiner Delacroix-Muirheid. According to Applicants' 
understanding, Examiner Low indicated that he was of the view that the '274 patent 
inherently anticipates all pharmacokinetic profiles resulting from the administration of 
the 5 mg desloratadine formulation taught by the '274 patent for any dosage period 
ranging from as few as one day to as many as an unlimited number of days. 

No agreement was reached with respect to the proposed claims.
